When  Lenoir  Rhyne's  College  Union  is  com- 
pleted, the  old  dining  hall  will  he  included 
in  the  new  structure.  Both  officials  and  stu- 
dents are  awaiting  the  much  needed  im- 
vrovement. 


Another  landmark  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  — 
the  college  dinning  hall  —  will  soon  dis- 
appear under  the  well-oiled  wheels  of 
the  institution's  facility  expansion. 

The  board  of  trustees,  at  a  January  call 
meeting,  approved  preliminary  plans  for 
the    College    Center,   a    $600,000    structure 


to    be    situated    where    the    dining    hall 
now  stands. 

The  building,  estimated  to  be  about 
four  times  the  size  of  the  dining  hall, 
will  completely  envelope  the  present 
building.  The  old  structure  will  be  screen- 
ed by  the   use   of  architectural  materials 
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The  College  Union,  Due  In  1962! 


to  combine  the  old  and  new  into  a  har- 
monious finished  product. 

The  Center,  which  will  encompass 
approximately  38,000  square  feet,  will 
front  Sixth  Avenue  N.  E,  as  the  dining 
hall  does.  It  will  extend  184  feet  deep 
and  215  feet  across  both  front  and   rear. 

Application  has  been  filed  for  a  $400, 
000  loan  from  the  federal  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  agency.  The  loan  and 
$200,000  proceeds  from  the  1955  Develop- 
ment fund  campaign  will  be  used  to 
complete  the  project. 

Clemmer  and  Horton,  architects,  are 
now  preparing  the  final  plans,   and  Col- 


lege Planning  Associates  of  Kalamazoo, 
Michigan,  are  serving  as  consultants  on 
the  Center. 

It  is  hoped  that  loan  approval  will  be 
secured  and  construction  begun  in  the 
late  spring  so  the  Center  may  be  occupied 
by   September,   1962. 

In  addition  to  adequate  dining  facilities 
for  an  estimated  600  boarding  students, 
and  snack  bar  facilities  for  the  large  diay 
student  enrollment,  the  split-level  Center 
plans  call  for  a  student  and  faculty 
lounge,  music  listening  and  browsing 
library,  book  store,  post  office,  locker 
space,  a  building  office,  offices  for  student 
activities,    and   meeting   rooms.

Africa  Won't  Go  Communist! 


Turbulent  Africa,  according  to  a  re- 
tired British  colonial  official  who  spent 
nearly  40  years  there,  is  unlikely  to  join 
either  the  Western  or  Soviet  political 
camp. 

Sir  Charles  Arden  -Clarke  made 
this  assertion  in  the  Lenoir  R.  b  y  :a  c 
college  Lecture  Arts  series  presentation, 
in  Monroe  auditorium.  Late  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Colonial  administration,  he  is  past 
governor  and  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Gold  Coast  territory,  commissioner  of 
Bechunaland  and    Basutoland. 

"The  African  states,"  he  characterized, 
"are  out  for  whatever  they  can  get,  wher- 
ever they  can  get  it.  They  feel  that  the 
world  owes  them  a  debt  for  centuries  of 
neglect." 

And  African  political  leaders,  he  observ- 
ed, are  shrewd  enough  to  realize  that  the 
time  to  play  the  East  against  the  West 
won't  last. 

Hazarding  a  guess  on  the  form  of 
government  the  new  states  will  establish. 
Sir  Charles  predicted  a  strong  central 
control  to  build  national  unity  and  to 
mobilize  the  man  power  to  fight  a  des- 
perately low  standard  of  living,  lack  of 
education,  and  lack  of  economic  inde- 
pendence. 

Without  a  strong  central  control,  said 
Sir  Charles,  the  nations  could  revert  very 
quickly   to   tribalism. 

"We  must  remember,"  the  British 
administrator  went  on,  "that  the  freedoms 
of  the  press  and  speech,  are  not  the  nat- 
ural concepts  of  the  leaders.  They  don't 
want  them,  and  the  two-party  political 
system  seems  complete  nonsense  to  them." 

The  west  is  Ukely  to  see,  as  a  result 
of  this  attitude,  he  said,  a  national  party 
in  control  of  legislature  and  institutions 
not  regarded  as  governmental  province 
here,  such  as  education  and  trade  organi- 
zations. 

"The  system  I  describe  has  in  it  ele- 
ments of  Nazism,  facism,  and  Commun- 
ism, but  we  should  be  slow  to  tag  it  as 
such,  or  on  that  account  treat  them  as 
enemies . .  .If  they  go  to  the  Communists 
for  money,  we  shouldn't  blame  them,  for 
they  are  finding  themselves  in  the  po- 
sition of  an  object  d'art.  They  are  being 
courted  by  the  communists  and  the  A- 
mericans,  with  the  British  Prime  minister 
putting  in  a  modest  word  once  in  a 
while.'' 

The  one  thing  most  likely  to  swing  the 
African  nations   to  the   side  of  the  West,

declared  Sir  Charles,  is  education.  He 
urged  that  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States  send  some  of  their  best 
teachers,  despite  the  shortage  at  home. 

Technical  teachers,  agriculture  experts 
and  teachers  for  the  teacher-training 
colleges  already  established  in  some  of  the 
African  countries  are  the  most  needed. 

Contrasting  the  British  colonial  policy 
of  "self-government"  with  less  successful 
Portuguese  "assimilation,"  Belgian  "pater- 
nalism," and  French  "centralization,"  Sir 
Charles  maintained  that  the  British  at- 
titude in  African  colonization  was  to 
encourage  native  participation  in  govern- 
ment so  as  to  make  possible  a  transfer 
of   administration. 

"I  never  dreamed  it  would  be  this 
quick,"  exclaimed  the  man  who  presided 
over  the  Gold  Coast  change  to  indepen- 
dent Ghana  only  four  years  ago.  He  pre- 
dicted that  "by  this  time  next  year  every 
country  of  any  size  is  likely  to  be  in- 
dependent except  two  Portuguese  and 
those  that  are  too  isolated  and  frail  to 
maintain  an  independent  status."

ence  develop  not  only  when  the  colonial 
powers  refuse  to  loose  the  countries,  but 
whenever  there  is  a  race  problem,  the 
African  affairs  veteran  commented. 

"When  ever  a  white  minority  accustom- 
ed to  domination  has  to  hand  power  over 
to  the  native  majority,  you  have  trouble." 

Such  racial  conflict  did  not  develop 
when  Britain  granted  independence  to 
its  West  African  colonies  Ghana  and 
Nigeria  because  there  virtually  were  no 
European  settlements  there. 

In  fact,  Sir  Charles  said  he  once  sug- 
gested, as  monuments  to  celebrate  Ghana's 
independence,  two  statues — one  to  the 
mosquito  and  one  to  the  tsetse  fly — the 
insects  that  kept  white  settlers  from  West 
Africa. 

"My  suggestion,"  he  commented  drily, 
"was  not  adopted." 

Kenya,  Uganda,  and  Tanganyika,  now 
British  colonies,  are  nearing  independence, 
he  stated.  Tribal  troubles  are  holding  up 
matters  in  Uganda,  and  out-numbered 
(95-1)  white  settlers  in  Kenya  are  begin- 
ning to  see  that  that  county  must  have 
African  government.  Powerful  African 
leadership    in     Tanganyika     accounts    for 


its  rising  nationalism,  although  Sir  Charles 
considers    it   the   "least    well -equipped    —  . 
with  only  sixty  college  graduates  to  take 
over   administrative    duties." 

The  Central  African  Federation  com- 
posed of  Northern  and  Southern  Rhode- 
sia, and  Nyasaland,  is  apt  to  fall  apart 
largely  because  of  the  racial  problem, 
Sir  Charles  commented.  Although  South- 
ern Rhodesia  has  been  self-governing 
since  1923,  to  this  day  there  is  not  one 
African  member   in  the   legislature. 

The  other  two  members  suspect  the 
Federation  of  being  an  effort  by  white- 
dominated  Southern  Rhodesia  to  dominate 
them  as  well  as  the  nation.  Sir  Charles 
was  a  member  of  the  Monckton  com- 
mission sent  to  Africa  last  year  to  study 
this  specific  situation. 

Of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  (not  a 
British  colony).  Sir  Charles  predicted 
early  bloodshed  if  the  present  policy  of 
racial  segregation  and  no  political  rights 
for  non-whites   is  not  modified  soon. 

Africa  today.  Sir  Charles  emphasized, 
is  the  result  of  a  tremendous  upsurge  of 
nationalism  and  its  impact  on  that  con-

The  colonial  period  has  passed,  he  de- 
clared, leaving  behind  it  independent  in- 
fant nations  that  primarily  want  to  be 
neutralists,  who  want  to  avoid  the  cold 
war,  and  want  to  avoid  being  drawn 
into  the  power  blocs.

With  only  one  letterman  returning,  the 
Baars  parlayed  the  talent  of  some  spirited 
sophomores  and  juniors  to  compile  the 
best  record  in  the  North  State  Confer- 
ence and  nailed  down  the  North  State's 
regular  season  championship. 

With  Jerry  Wells,  the  only  returning 
letter  winner,  Tommy  Burton,  Eddie 
Holbrook  and  Jim  Wiles  all  averaging 
better  than  ten  points  a  game,  the  Bears

swept  to  21  wins  in  26  regular  season 
games,  including  a  gratifying  65-64  win 
over  Belmont  Abbey. 

At  one  time  during  the  regular  season, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  whipped  through  16  straight 
opponents  and  didn't  suffer  a  loss  for 
one  of  the  longest  winning  streaks  in 
Lenoir  Rhyne  history. 

LR's  chances  were  dampened  seriously 
in  mid  season  when  center  Emil  Dixon 
was  dismissed  from  the  squad  because 
of  poor  grades.  Dixon  was  averaging  14 
points  and  11  rebounds  per  game  when 
he  departed. 

In  the  North  State  Conference  tourna- 
ment, the  Bears  won  over  Catawba  in 
the  first  round  by  a  63-51  score.  Atlantic 
Christian  belted  the  Bears  out  of  the 
tournament   in   the    second    round,  66-48. 

In  the  NAIA  tournament,  the  Bears 
came    within    a    breath    of    winning    their 


third    title    in    four    years    and   a    trip    to 
the  national     tournament  at  Kansas  City. 

In  first  round  action,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
grabbed  an  early  lead  and  then  outlasted 
Appalachian  68-62.  The  following  night, 
Newberry,  of  South  Carolina's  little  Four 
Conference,  edged  Lenoir  Rhyne,  70-65, 
and  won  a  ticket  to  the  NAIA  national 
tourney. 

Burton  and  Wells  were  the  chief  honor 
men  for  the  Bruins.  Both  of  them  gained 
all-conference  berths  and  Wells  was  tab- 
bed for  an  all-district  team  position. 
Burton  was  on  the  second  all-district 
team. 

Wells  averaged  16  points  and  12  re- 
bounds per  game  over  the  year  and  Bur- 
ton averaged  15  points  a  game. 

Including  all  games,  Lenoir  Rhyne  rol- 
led up  a  23-7  record  for  the  year.
